The subject for this symposia 


was "Periodontia". The following 
phases of this subject were dis- 
cussed by six 
panel members: 


Progress in periodontia, classifi- 
cation and diagnosis of periodontal 
disease, the problem of reattach- 
ment, subgingival curettage, sur- 
gical treatment of periodontal di- 
sease, and occlusion and its rela- 
tion to periodontal disease. 


Vn old belief that "pyorrhea" 


or disease of the gum tissue is in- 
curable was repudiated by the 
panel of six dental scientists par- 
ticipating in 
the 
University of 


Illinois' 
postgraduate 
extension 


program. 


The specialists told an audience 


of more than 9,000 dentists that, 
in most cases, periodontal disease 
which affects the gum tissue and 
the bone suporting the teeth can 
be both prevented and cured. 


Their remarks were transmitted 


from Chicago by the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany to 255 dental societies and 
study clubs throughout the United 
States and Canada, including the 
Warren County Dental Society. 


Participants in the two-hour 


session were Dr. Saul Levy of the 
University of Illinois, who served 
as moderator. Dr. Balint J. Orban 
of Colorado Springs, Colo., Dr. 
Henry M. 
Goldman 
of Boston, 


Mass., Dr. Dlckson G. Bell of the 
University of California, Dr. Olin 
Kirkland 
of 
Montgomery, Ala., 


and Dr. Samuel C. Miller of New 
York University. 


Periodontal disease is respon- 


sible for the loss of more teeth 
than any 
other 
single 
cause. 


Nevertheless, the dental specialists 
pointed out that periodontal di- 
sease not only could be prevented, 
but that It also could be eradi- 
cated in a very great majority of 
cases, especially if it is recognized 
early and treated adequately. 


They disclosed that the dental 


profession 
has 
made 
definite 


strides recently in preventing and 
treating periodontal disease. This 
progress has been due to the ex- 
tensive biologic, histopathologic, 
and chemical research which has 
been conducted during the past 30 
years. Continued studies now are 
paving the way for scientific ad- 
vances toward an even greater 
understanding of the nature of 
the disease, toward a more ra- 
tional basis of diagnosis and treat- 
ment, and toward its eventual pre- 
vention. 


The toll of periodontal disease 


has left in its wake innumerable 
dental cripples. It has been esti- 
mated that 42 percent of all teeth 
lost by adults over 40 years of 
age are due to periodontal di- 
sease. 


Periodontal disease is not limit- 


ed to adults, as is commonly be- 
lieved, but frequently is found in 
children. Some 17 percent of all

center of the burst the burns are 
often fatal. People may be ser- 
iously burned more than a mile 
away, while the heat can be feit 
on the bare face and hands at 4. 
or 5 miles. 


To prevent flash burns, try to 


find a shelter where theie is a 
wall, a high bank or some other 
object between you and the burst- 
ing bomb. You can expect that the 
bomber will aim for the city's big- 
gest collection of industrial build- 
ings. 


A little bit of solid material will 


provide flash protection even close 
to the explosion. Farther out, the 
thinnest sort of thing—even cotton 
cloth—will often do the tuck.

In all stories about atomic wea- 


pons there is a great deal about 
radioactivity. 


Radioactivity is the only way— 


besides size—m which the effects 
o£ A or H bombs are 
differe-it 


fiom ordinary bombs. But, with 
the exception of underwater 
or 


giound explosions, the radioactiv- 
ity from atomic bursts is much 
less to be reared than blast and 
heat. 


Radio activity Is not new 
or 


mysterious. In the form of cosmic 
rays from the sky, all of us have 
been continually bombarded 
by 


radiation every hour and day of 
our lives. We all have also breath- 
ed and eaten very small amounts 
of iadioa.ctive materials 
without 


ever knowing it. For over half a 
centuiy, 
doctors 
and 
scientists 


have experimented 
and 
worked 


wiht X-rays and other penetrating 
form of energy. Because of all this 
experience, we actually know much 
more about radioactivity and what 
it does to people than we know 
about infantile paralysis, colds, or 
some other common diseases. 


It is easy to understand how ra- 


dioactvity works if we think of 
how sunlight behaves. 


In the northern part 
of 
the 


world, winter's slanting sunrays 
seldom cause sunburn, but the hot- 
ter rays of the summer sun often 
do. Still, just a few moments in 
the mid-summer sun will not give

you * tan or sunburn. You have 
to itay in Its hot rays lor some 
time before you get a burn. What's 
more, bad sunburn on just the face 
and hands may hurt, but it won't 
seriously harm you. On the other 
hand, if it covers your whole bodv. 
it can make you very sick, 
or 


sometimes even cause death. 


In the same way, the harm that 


can come to you from radioactivity 
will depend on the power of the 
rays and particles that strike you 
upon the length of time you are 
exposed to them, and on how much 
of your body is exposed. 


Broadly speaking, atomic explo- 


sions produce two different kinds 
of radioactivity. First—and most 
important in an air burst—Is An 
extremely powerful invisible tun si 
of rays and particles thiown oft 
at the time of explosion. This kind 
is called '•initial" 
or 
explosive 


radioactivity. Its rays and particles 
fly out quickly, tnen promptly die 
There la danger from them only 
for little more tnan a minute. The 
second type of radioactivity—lin- 
gering radioactivity—will be de- 
scribed later. 


The injury lange of the explos- 


ive radioactivity from a modern A- 
bomb is little over 1 mile, if the 
bomb is exploded much 
highe:. 


some of the ladiation 
may 
not 


reach the giound, 
so 
that 
the 


range mav be less. If it is explod- 
ed much lower, the radiation also 
may not icach out as far, becauso 
it woulrl be blocked by the giound 
or by buildings. 


A little more than a mile away, 


the puncipal effects of the few 
dying rays that struck you could 
be seen only as temporary blood 
changes in a doctors examination 
You piobably wouldn t even realiz" 
you had been exposed. 


A little less than a mile fiom the 


explosion center, if you aie un- 
protected, you are almost sin e to 
suffer illness Less than two-thirds 


i of a mile away, those caught in 


the open aie pietty suie to soak 
up a fatal dose of radioactivity. 


Still, the possibility of your be- 


ing caught without some protec- 
tion is not very gieat. Even if you 
are on the street, there is a good 
chance that a building, or many 
buildings, will be between you and 
the burst, and they partially 
or 


completely shield you. 


Atomic explosions high 
above 


the giound cause the most wide- 
spread damage. And, as happenpd 
in Japan, when an A-bomb goes 
off in the air you are far more 
likely to be hurt by the bomb's 
blast and heat waves than by its 
radioactivity At Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki slightly over one-half oC 
all deaths and injuries were caus- 
ed by blast. Nearly one-third of 
the casualties -were from the heat 
flash. 


Radioactivity alone caused only 


about 15 per cent of all deaths 
and injuries. 


If the bomb were to go off close 


to the ground, or slightly below the 
surface, the range of the explos- 
ive radiation, as well as the range 
of the blast and heat, would be 
reduced. This is due to the fact 
that all three would be partially 
blocked by the earth, by nearby 
buildings and by other obstacles. 


In the underwater burst, there 


would be much less to fear from 
blast and nothing to fear 
from 


heat. Practically all the explosive 
radioactivity would be absorbed by 
the water However, there would 
be the second type of radioactivity 
to be described later on.

Observance of a few simple fire safeguards will go 


i long way toward preventing the gaily-decorated Christ- 
mas tree from kindling anything more than Yuletide cheer 
in your home. 


This timely rer^mder, issued by the Standard Fire 


Insurance Company of Hartford, points out that proper 
precautionary measures would have averted many of the 
Christmas tree fires that have marred the joyous holiday 
seasons of other years. 


Here are some suggestions, prepared by the Standard 


Fire's public education department, to help reduce these 
holiday hazards: 


Obtain a freshly-cut tree whenever possible. 
Brittle 


needles that fall off easily indicate a dry, more inflam- 
mable tree. 


Until ready for use, keep the tree outdoors or in a cool, 


damp place. 


Spray the tree with a fire-resistant solution. 
A mix- 


ture of ammonium sulfate and water is one type, but 
there are other equally-effective solutions. 


Remember, however, no treatment will make your 


tree fireproof. The best you can do is to make it fire 
resistant - - - a quality-which makes it difficult, but 
not impossible, for a fire to start. 


Set the tree in a stand having a container which can 


be filled with water or a solution of fire-resistant chemicals. 


Place the tree away from doorways, radiators and 


fireplaces. 


Check tree-lighting sets before using for defective 


plugs and bulb sockets, broken wires, loose connections, 
frayed insulation and exposed wires, particularly at the 
sockets. 


Inside tree lights tie not weatherproof, so don't use 


them for outside decorations. 


Use a step-stool to trim branches that are out of reach. 
Turn inside tree lights off when leaving the house for 


long intervals. 


Smoke far enough away .so that sparks and ashes 


cannot possibly be flicked or dropped on the branches. 


Teach the young to admire, but not to handle the 


tree and its ornaments - - - except under parental guid- 
ance. 
Show 'teen-agers the right way to arrange the 


lights and trimmings. 


Disconnect and remove defective strings of lights be- 


fore attempting repairs. 


Finally, dismantle and discard the tree as soon as the 


holidays are over. 
The longer you keep it, the greater 


the danger of fire. 


Don't try to burn it up in your fireplace. Wait for 


news about the annual Girl Scout Twelfth Ni^ht "burn- 
ing of the greens" before getting rid of it!

Lack of Staff, Organization 
Delay Price-Control Action

"T TAIN reason given for delay in slapping on price controls Has been 
~"~ lack of staff organization to issue regulations, handle hardship 
appeals and enforce compliance. Now that Toledo's ex-Mayor Michael 
V. DiSalle has been named Price Administrator, things may begin to 
move faster, with some positive actions early in 1951. 


It is admitted that price controls on food, clothing and other cost- 


of-living items will be difficult lo carry out. But one big unanswered 
question is why selective price controls can't be put on materials which 
exercise greatest inflationary pressure on the government's own arms 
buying? Increases in cost of rubber, aluminum, tin, copper and other 
metals have boosted the cost of an airplane by at least 10 per cent 
since K-day—start of the war in Korea. 


Bureau of Labor Statistics wholesale price index shows that in past 


year, price of all commodities has advanced 13 per cent. 
Textiles 


are up 20 per cent, farm products 19 per cent, chemicals 17 per cent', 
building materials 15 per cent, petroleum products 10 per cent, metals 
8 per cent, fuel and power 4 per cent. 


Selective controls applied at wholesale or commodity market levels 


might freeze prices without, too much enforcement difficulty. 
If 


effective, they would make government's defense dollar go that much 
farther. Big catch in this proposal is whether, under the new Defense 
Production law, wage controls would not have to be applied at the 
same time in those industries on whose products ceiling prices were 
set. Government's hands may be effectively tied. 
CEN. ROBERT A. TAFT of Ohio has stopped writing his column. 


He began it g- g once-a-week chore about a year ago. 
It was 


distributed to Ohio newspapers as part of the campaign for re-election 
to the Senate. Having won. he has dropped the column because he 
didn't want to keep on competing with the professionals. 


Army's training of anti-guerrilla "ranger" forces will be stepped up

Secondary School 
Report Is Made To 
State Department 


Among many routine 
reports 


given at the December meeting ot 
school board was a copy ol the an- 
nual secondary school report madt 
to the State Department of Pub- 
lic Instruction. Prepared by Prin- 
cipals Floyd Bathurst and 'Her- 
bert Harris, these were presented 
to the board by Superintendent of 
Schools Carl E. Whipple. 


The report showed that at the 


close of Octooer, 1950, there was 
a total attendance of 1,626 stu- 
dents in Beaty Junior Hi rh and 
Warren High schools. High school 
has an enrollment of 789 and 
Beaty, 837, with the total almost 
evenly divided between 810 boys 
and 816 girls. 


In the high school, 37.1% Ot the 


students are non-residential, 
I 


Beaty, 35.7%. These students comt 
from Clarendon borough and nine 
townships: Conewango, Elk Glade, 
Kinzua, Mead, Pine Grovt, Pleas- 
ant, Watson and Brokenstraw. 


In the present senior clas 
-? 


121 boys and 117 girla. the total 


of 238 contrasting with a member- 
ship of 299 when the same group 
was in ninth grade at Beaty. 


A study of these figures «how» 


that one out of five students has 
dropped out of school before grad- 
uation. According to the report, 
this record locally is a good one, 
since the latest figures fjr the 
state as a whole, the 1946 records, 
show that about one pupil !n every 
two dropped out before graduation 
and a study covering a period of 
19 years shows the highest record 
for the state was one In three. 
Comparison in the high school of 
resident and non-resident students 
shows a small advantage in favor 
of the borough. Those continuing 
on to graduation in the borough 
exceed the 
township figure by 


about 7%.

Discusses Plans For Care of Casualties 


Western Pennsylvania hospitals' 


preparations for the care of cas- 
ualties that may be expected in 
event of war were outlined at a 
special meeting 
in 
Pittsburgh 


Thursday. 


Mrs. Hazel Smith, superinten- 


dent of the Warren General hos- 
pital, is the Warren county chair- 
man of the hospital division of 
civilian defense. J- F. Bovaird, 
M. D., is chairman for 
Forest 


county. 


Abraham Oseroff, secretary of 


the Hospital Council of Western 
Pennsylvania, stated that "the pri- 
mary civil defense problem to be 
solved by hospital authorities is 
how to provide adequate hospital 
care to a civilian population in 
event of an atomic, biological, or 


chemical warfare attack upon any 
probable target area in the Pitts- 
burgh district." 


The Pittsburgh area hospital di- 


vision is under the general chair- 
manship of Ross Leffler, civil de- 
fense coordinator. The area con- 
sists of 29 western counties of 
Pennsylvania. It is divided into 
seven districts, each headed by a 
chairman who is aided by county 
and community chairmen. 


"The task of providing- hospital 


care to casualties has many far- 
reaching ramifications which ex- 
tend beyond the hospital room," 
Mr. Oseroff said. "There is the 
problem of hospital supplies which 
will be required in unheard of 
quantities; the problem of recruit- 
ing, 
training 
and 
supervising

by 
the 


atomic energy commission of the 
effects of Japanese cities in World 
War II, Mr. Oseroff calculated the 
probable casualties 
from similar 


blasts in the cities of Pittsburgh, 
Johnstown and Sharon. 


According to charts presented 


a* the meeting, Pittsburgh could 
expect total casualties of 145,257. 
Of these, over 48,000 would re- 
quire hospitalization. More than 
290,500 pints of v.'hole blood would 
be needed for transfusions. Deaths 
will exceed 72,600. 


Johnstown would suffer 18,696 


casualties of which more than 6,- 
200 would require hospitalization. 
Over 37,300 pints of whole blood 
would be needed and there would 
be approximately 
9,300 deaths. 


Sharon would have 4,171 casual- 
ties and would have to find hospi- 
tal facilities for 1,390. More than 
8,340 pints of whole blood would 
be required and there would be at 
least 2,000 deaths. 


Present hospital facilities and 


personnel in 
Allegheny county 


would be unable to cope with such 
a situation 
without 
assistance 


from other areas, Mr. Oseroff 
pointed out. To do so, the existing 
emergency bed capacity of 3,400 
would have to be increased to 48,- 
400. More than 13,500 additional 
registered nurses, 14,600 student 
nurses and 
6,800 
nurses' aides 


would be needed. Hundreds of lab- 
oratory 
and 
X-ray technicians 


also would be in demand. More 
than 26,000 extra 
clerical 
and 


other hospital workers would be 
required. The heavy demand for 
such emergency service would re- 
quire the evacuation of patients 
to hospitals in neighboring dis- 
tricts, he said. 


"Although 
providing 
hospital 


care for the sick and injured is 
our normal business," Mr. Oseroff 
said. "The magnitude of impend- 
ing demand and the problems In- 
cident to the care of casualties re- 
sulting from new methods of war- 
fare constitute the greatest chal- 
lenge hi the history of hospital 
administration." 
; 


He stated that the experiences 


of other nations in past wars show- 
that a well-organized civil defense 
program can reduce casualties and 
increase the recuperative capa- 
city of an area by 50 per cent. 


Mr. Oseroff emphasized that the 


plans presented at the meeting 
were only a small beginning to- 
ward the organization and estab- 
lishment of an adequate hospital 
program for civil defense. He said 
that the success of the program 
depends upon the cooperation of 
all hospital personnel in this area 
and bordering districts.

Seoul—(JP>—One of the last 


Americans to leave Red 
Pyong- 


yang had to fight back an impulse 
to burn down the city hall. 


He is Col. Charles R. Munske of 


2718 Avcnuue K, Brooklyn, mili- 
tary governor of the North Kor- 
ean capital. He had spent 
six 


weeks organizing a new civic gov- 
ernment for Pyongyang 
and re- 


storing the transport system and 
water and power supply. 


Then in a rew hours last Sun- 


day the colonel rather ruefully saw 
the fruits of his six weeks of hard 
work go up in smoke and debris 
as American demolition engineers 
blew up the repaired bridges and 
power stations. 


But Munske was in full accord 


with the American Army policy of 
leaving nothing behind that wou d 
be of. any help to 
the 
Chinese 


Reds. 


"When J went into my office in 


the city hall for the last time to 
burn my papers," he said, "1 felt 
like turning over the stove and 


' burning clown the building. But 1 
didn't have the heart to do it.' 


That was Monday morning. The

military personnel except for Brit- 
ish rear guard troops and the 'M
